ORGANIZED CORRUPTION, 
It ts said that the late reorganization 
was effected through bribery and promises of 
reward to the men who voted witu the majority. 
It is saia that the principal committees of the 
House were all selected before the Speaker was 
chosen. Very little of the doings of the Demo- 
cratic Caucus which named the officers has trans- 
pired, but a fow facts bave leaked out. It 
seems that the two Democratic votes which 
enabled the Republicans to organize last 
year, and which were in doubt this year, were se- 
cured by two handsome “dickers.” The votes 
alluded to are those of Messrs. Sullivan and Coss- 
man. Sullivan is a boss-painter, and he has as- 
sociated with hima gentleman with the proud 
Hibernian appellation of Danie! O'Connell Tracy. 
Mr. Sullivan was told that if be would vote with 
the Democrats for. a Speaker he would be given 
the position of Cierk of the House for his partner 
in business, Mr. Daniel O'Connell Tracy. Mr. 
Sullivan agreed that he would give his vote in re- 
turn for such a consideration. But as the duties 
attached to the clerkship are many and call for 
assiduous attention, and as Mr, 
Tracy did not like to give uD 
his business. it was settled that 
another assistant clerk would be appointed, an d 
that the first assistant clerk could do most of Mr. 
Traey's work, leaving Mr. Tracy free to pursue 
his studies in art, This matter settled, the next 
reereant voter, Cossman, was secured. Coss- 
man’s vote was given in consideration of the 
promise that his father-in-law, Philip Sieger, 
would be given the position of sergeant-at-arms. 
As is generally known, these bargains were fully 
carried out. Another vote went over to the Dem- 
crats, entirely unsought for but still very useful; 
that was the vote of Mr. Curis. Schawacker, Re- 
publican, from the First Ward, whose reward 
has not yet been shown up on the 
board, but which will be made apparent, doubt- 
less, When the committees have been named, 
There Was One man who was disappointed in the 
caucus.

Humphrey was surprised at the decision rend- 
ered in the Special Sessions yesterday when Jus- 
tice Smith notifiea him that he would be com- 
pelled to pay $5 a week for the support of the 
child of Laura C. Jones, of which he is charged 
with being the father, he did not manifest it.

Consulting England. 


Saucy Reply of the Peruvian Minister of 
Foreign Affairs—Prince Leopold’s Re- 
mains — Irish Invinelbles — Foreign 
Flashes. 


PANAMA, March T. — The Peruvian Minister of 
Foreign Affairs, replying to the protest of En- 
gland against the clause in the treaty of peace, be- 
tween Chili and Peru, cecing the nitrate and 
guano beds to Chili, which England ciaimed asa 
guarantee of the payment ofthe Peruvian debt. 
says in substance that Peru, when negotiating 


the treaty, acted in virtue of the right, 
she possessed for seit government, a 
richt acknowledged from the moment of her in- 
dependence by all nations, and she cannot con- 
sent tu auy foreign interference without wound. 
ing her rights asa sovereigeu aud independent 
Sule and without abdicating or jeopardizing 
those prerogatives whic . ave has always respect- 
ed lu Other nations: so that she has not consult- 
ed, nor does she consider her- 
seit obliged to consult, with them, 
regarding her treaties, lest she might endanger 
the basis of her own proper existence. The debts 
originated from loans effected with private par- 
ties, regarding whose -nationality the Govern- 
ment never thought proper to inquire, as those 
debts have never assumed an international 
character,. Although they may now be partly 
held in English hands, yet at any time 
they may be transferred to ersons 
ot any otuer nationality. Peru owes nothing to 
Englund as a government or state, and cunse- 
quenily the loans referred to cannot be made sub- 
ject to diplomatic interference, It is a matter of 
publie notoriety that for four years past the mort-

_BISMARCK’S COMMUNISM. | 
N The old adage that extremes meet is veri- 
fied again in the united support which im- 
‘and communism give to Bis- 
MAnck's bill for the insurance of working- 
men's families against loss by injury or 
death, It compels companies to divide a 
portion of their profits with the families of 
employes injured or dying in their service.. 

BisMARCK’S policy is to popularize pater- 
nal despotism in government, and the com- 
munist as well as the imperialist aims at 
the fusion of all individual rights, powers 
and belongings under the tremendous press- 
ure of a government organization which 
owns, controls, decides, and does everything, 
permitting the individual todo nothing but 
what the State commands, and leaving him 
nothing but what the State gives him, The 
ouly difference is that the communist wants 
a despotism of the many regulated by occa- 
sional outbursts of anarchy, while the impe- 
rlalist wants a despotism of the few tem- 
pered by the necessity of humoring the pas- 
sions of the ignorant masses and occasionally 
bribing them with money taken from their 
own pockets. 

BisMARCK’s bill will, in practice, most 
probably amount to nothing more than a 
State control of a portion of the working- 
man’s wages for his benefit. Whatever pro- 
viston is made for him by this effort of the 
State to correct his own improvidence, is 
sure to come out of hisown wages, directly 
or indirectly, and whether or not it will im- 
prove his condition remains to be seen. As 
to his claims on his employer for damages 
from accidents occurring without contribu- 
tory fault or negligence on his part, they are 
already much better provided for by the law 
of Germany than by the law of Missouri. 

In this country the Baltimore and Ohio 
Railroad has effected an arrangement with 
its employes by which, for a small percent- 
age of their wages, a well-managed fund is 
created to make liberal provision for them 
and their families in case of sickness, dis- 
abling accidents or death in the service. 
Such voluntary arrangements as these are 
not only more in accordance with the genius 
of our institutions and the old Anglo-Saxon 
idea of individual liberty and responsibility, 
but are productive of better results than any 
form of paternal guardianship or interfer- 
ence by the government. 


AUSTRIA“ GRIEVANCE, 

Austria ‘ appeals to England to unite with 
her in a joint appeal tothe New World to 
put a stop to certain crimes that are com- 
mitted in the countries of the Old World. 
Preposterous as it may seem, that is what 
the appeal amounts to. It assumes that the 
cessation er continuance of such crimes as 
murder and robbery, is to depend, not upon 
the laws and police adininistration of the lo- 
calities in which the crimes are actually 
co mmitted, but upon the laws and police 
administration of another country on the 
opposite side of ‘an ocean 3,000 miles wide, 
where reside certain evil-disposed persons 
who are accused of conspiring to excite 
others to commit those crimes. 

A coincidence is pointed out between the 
rabid oratory emitted at Herr Most’s Pitts- 
burg meeting of Socialists and the 
beginning of what Count KALNOKY 
calls a reign of terrorism and mur- 
der in Vienna, the capital of the 
great Empire of Southern Europe, Because 
those crimes are in line with the rabid rant 
of Herr Most, a half-crazed refugee who is 
an object of general derision in this country, 
Count KALNOKY thinks that we should try 
the old crank for those murders and hang 
him regardiess of the corpus delicti or the 
alibt which he can establish by 10,000 wit- 
nesses, It will be a cold day for humanity 
when any British Cabinet joins in any such 
demand as that. 

lf, however, Count KALNOKY can, as he 
says, furnish incontestible proofs that Herr 
Most and others in this country plotted those 
crimes, sent agents to commit them, directed 
iheir murderous operations with letters of 
instruction and had the proceeds of the rob- 
beries sent to them in this country, that is 
quite another affair. There is no need to 
call on England for support in such a case 
as that. All Austria has to do is to furnish 
our Goverment with the proofs agi return 
the bloody instructions to plague the invent- 
or. Wepunish no man for the mere utter- 
ance of crooked doctrines wholly unconnect- 
ed with seditious acts in this country. Neither 
do we punish one man for another’s crimes. 
But the right of asylum as we uphold it does

The abstracts which were given yesterday by 
our Paris correspondent from the reports made 
by the delegation of Paris workmen who visited 
this city last falishow how thoroughly delusive 
are the self-complacent assumptions made by the 
defenders of the American system of protection, 
that the condition of the American workingman 
is infinitely beiter than that of workingmen in 
other parts of the world. These Parisian meehan- 
ics, Who bad passed their lives in Freuen work- 
shops aud were not mere theorists, asserted that 
the condition of wage-earners in France was pref- 
erable to that of the same class in America, and 
that. if given their choice, they would prefer to 
make the struggie for existence iu the 
old than in the new world. And it was not 
mere national pride that caused them to arrive at 
this conclusion, for they point out the reasons 
that have controlled their judgment—reasons 
which we have more than once been rebuked for 
insisting upon. They admit that the American 
workingman earns more money per diem than the 
French workingman, but they assert that he does 
this because he works harder. In the milisa 
single operative has charge of several machines, 
while in France he would refuse to operate more 
than one. But, in spite of extra labor. he is no 
better off than the French mechanic, for the cost 
of all of the uecessities of life isso high that he 
needs his entire surplus earnings to buy what the 
Frenchman obtains with his smaller income. In 
other words, in the scale of living there is no per- 
ceptible difference, but in order to live the Amer- 
ican laborer is compelled to put a constgat strain 
upon his vital energies, while the Frenchman 
works easily and takes life comfortably. This is 
the conclusion drawn by men who came here with 
a predisposition in favor of our industrial sys- 
tem, and wuo have gone back home impressed 
with the conviction that protection has not made 
America the  paraaies of the workingman,

A HEAVY VERDICT. 


Damages to the Amount of $79,448 
Against the T. & St. L. Railway. 

The jury in the case of the Cleveland Rolling 
Mill Company of Cleveland, Ohio, against the 
Texas and St. Louis Railway Company, brought 
ina verdiet in the United States Qircuit Court 
yesterday evening in favor of the Roiling Mill 
Company for $79,448. The suit in 
question grew out of & contrac. 
between the plaintiff and defendant 
by which the roiling mill company agreed to de- 
liver to the raliway company 15,000 gross tons of 
Bessemer steel rails at 862 ber ton. The railway 
compauy,after receiving 7,665 tons and 710 pounds, 
refused to rece'yve any more, leaving 
7.334 tons and 1,530 pounds ou the rolling mill 
company’s hands. At the time of the making of 
the coutract Bessemer steel rails were worth 
$62 per ton, but at the time of the refusal on the 
part of the railway company to receive the rails 
they were worth ouly $52 per ton. The rolling 
mili company, therefore, sued for the difference 
in the market value, 810 ver ton on 7.334 tons and 
1,590 pounds. Judgmeut Was reudered by the 
court in accordance with the above verdict for 
$70,448.

Itis located on a slight elevation about 
one-half mile from the Rio Grande, with the grim 
outlines of Socorro Mountain rising in the back- 
ground in massive grandeur.

The soil is the deposit of ages, a rich alluvium 
in must places resting on sand, gravel or olay, 
witu some of the silicious marl. It is arable 
without fertilization; easily anu cheaply irrigated; 
and so rich and deep that marvelous 
returns from little work is the rule, 
Uuquestlonabiy the valley about Socorro needs 
mere farmers and fruit growers, and would richly 
support them. The delightin! climate is another 

reat advantage of the region which ought pot to 

underestimated, for the pure bracing atmos- 
phere of this altitude united with (he almost per- 
petual sunshine renders it not only heaithiul for 
man aud beast, but the sive qua non for perfect 
culture of fruit of all kinds. 

The farmers of the past were Mexicans and 
ludiaus—jndifferent, uneducated and tiriftiess. 
Stiilin the season may be found heavily-laden 
aw orchards, apples, plums, quinces, nectar- 
nes, apricots and small fruit, while in grape 
culture, on account of the ease of cultivation and 
the perfect certulaty of enormous fruliage, 
more advancement can be observed. The 
Missouri grape, which is the one chiefly 
grown, is u large purple fruit—rich in juices, ex- 
quisite lu favor, a good shipper, aud. for wine or 
brandy, uuexcelled upon the sunny shores of 
Southern France.

THROUGH AN OPEN SWITCH, 


Serious Disaster to a Crowded Train at 
Belleville, III. 

The incoming train of the Louisville and Nash- 
ville Railroad, consisting of ten coaches of the 
Louisville, Nashville and St. Louis railroad And a 
baggage, express, smoker and first-class car of 
the L. & M., due in St. Louls at — o’cldck yester- 
day evening, met with a very serious accideht 
at Belleville which resulted in several fatal and 
a large number of serious injuries to the passen- 
gers. The train arrived on time at Belleville, en- 
tered the depot to discharge and recelvg passen- 
gers and then backed out again to regain the 
main line. In the meantime, however, a freight 
train had passed and the switchman had left the 
depot switch open and disconnected from the 
main track, and when the passenger train, which 
started from the depot ata high rate of speed, 
reached the break in the line, it left the track and 
ran for three car-lengths along the ties, when the 
rear coach turned over and rolled down the cight- 
idot embankment. The next coach tollowed, 
both cars landing close together at the foot of the 
embankment. The cars which overturned were 
those of the Louisville, Evansville and St. Louis 
line, which were crowded with passengers, 


from Virginia. There were, consequently, many 
women and children in the ears, whose. wild 
screams, as the cars turned over and went rolling 
down the embankment, added to the horror of 
the scene. Assistance was soon at hand, and 
willing hands began the work of extricating the 
sufferers from their peculiar position among the 
wreckage ot the cars. Tue lights had gone gut 
and only the fitful rays of lanterns and es 
illuminated the terribie scene. Almost the entire 
mass of the passengers, men,women and children, 
had been precipitated, together wita the shat- 
tered iron and wood-work of the car, toward the 
eastern ends of both cars, and the work of . extri- 
cating the sufferers proyed in many 
cases quite difficult of accomplishment. One 
litile girl, barely 3 years of age, was found to be 
so wedged in between two broken seats that she 
had to be cut out with an ax. An infant child of 
James H. Mahler, who himself received a very 
serious Wound in the head, was discovered under 
a mass of debris, dead, While two of his boys were 
lifted unconscious from the baby’s side. The ac- 
cident happened near the Western Nail Miil, sit u- 
aied ou the city’s Outskirts, but the news soon 
spread, and within balt an hour hundreds of citi- 
zens began to arrive and help in the work of res- 
cuing the victims and removing them to places of 
salety and comfort The adjvining houses 
were placed at their disposal, and 
Dr. Kohl, West and others of Belleville 
did all they could to alleviate tie sufferings of 
the injured. These were found to be about thirty 
in number, the most seriously wounded being 
the following: James H. Mahler, sev scal 

. Givens, Yancey, Va., cut in the 
head; James E. Barton, Wm. Barton. Bar- 
ton, Kila Barton, all injured: a baby of James E. 
Barton, reported fatally crushed, all of Diana, 
Va.; Miss Barton of Leesyille, Va., hurt in the 
side; C. N. Andersen, Goshen, Va., cut in the 
head; Mrs. James H. Cross of West Augusta, Va., 
cut in the head and arm; Dr. T. I, MeNair,; who 
was in charge of the Virginia Colony. badly 
sprained back; Miss Anna Caffman, Mount Jaeck- 
son, Ga., injured internally; John Harknis, hand 
crushed; James Cox, scalp wound, Many others 
of the victims were removed to houses 
at some little distance from the scene of 
disaster. which prevented the discovery of the 
full extent of their injuries. The responsfbility 
for the disaster rests entirely upon the brakeman 
of the freight train, a mau named Ed. Young,who 
left the switch open as he gave the passenger 
train the signal to go on, after having forgouen 
to close the switch. His carelessness is a matter 
of surprise to other railroad men who knew him 
and who give him the character ofa very steady 
ana sober man. He has disappeared since the 
accident, which fact is look upon as con- 
clusive evidence it was his Oversight which 
caused it. As usual the good people of Belleville, 
headed by Mayor Weber, were equal to the claim 
upon their cnarity and all the available vehicies 
were pressed into service to convey the injured 
to hotels and boarding houses, where medical at- 
tendunce was provided. The wreck was cleared 
after three hours“ work and this morning only 
the remains of the broken cars can tell the story 
of the disaster.
